. “¥ HEN I was a child some of the most 
\ /\./ joyous times of my life were when I 
Y had my father’s approval. After the 
construction of a wagon or a sled or some other 
object that pleased my childish fancy, if my father 
would view the crudely finished product and say, 
“Well, Son, you did a good job,” my pride seemed 
to swell until it would almost burst inside me. 
Later on in life I was to learn that it is im- 
perative also to realize that we have the approval 
of our heavenly Father. I remember a time when 
I was facing problems that were very serious. At 
least they seemed so to me. I was worried and ex- 
tremely anxious about the outcome of several 
things coming to pass in my life and affairs for 
which there seemed to be no solution. I was walk- 
ing around the golf course and I suppose, though 
I didn’t realize it, I was praying. Suddenly the 
thought came to me that God loved me. I spoke 
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the words aloud, “God loves me.” I could feel a 
thrill throughout my whole being, and it seemed 
that all my troubles were lifted from my shoulders. 
My affairs had not as yet changed, but the work 
had been accomplished within, and I immediately 
set about putting my life and affairs in order, and 
the problems vanished as though they had not 
existed. This simple realization of God’s love 
worked wonders for me. It cleared my mind of 
fear and worry and opened the way for the solu- 
tion of my problems. 

Today in every walk of life people have a vital 
need for a greater realization of God’s love. Most 
of the countless problems that afflict the human 
family could be solved through a greater under- 
standing of love. 

As we look to the teachings of Jesus Christ we 
see the idea of forgiving love as the keynote. 
Throughout all the words of Jesus Christ there is 
this ringing cry for men to know and understand 
the extent to which God loves and forgives. 

The picture of God as a stern and angry judge 
is dissolved and in its place we are given a pic- 
ture of a God who knows and understands, who 
loves and forgives sinners and saints alike. Each in- 
dividual must come to the realization of what this 
means to him. 


It is literally true that most of us do a very poor 
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job of loving ourselves or forgiving ourselves. 
Most persons go through a whole lifetime flail- 
ing themselves with the whip of conscience for 
some real or fancied mistake that they feel they 
have committed in the past. This feeling of guilt 
for past mistakes or failures manifests itself as 
irrational anxieties or misplaced fears. It some- 
times causes physical illness and almost always pre- 
vents people from realizing the joy and happiness 
in life that is their rightful heritage. Many times 
the feeling of guilt is buried so deep that the in- 
dividual is scarcely aware of its existence. 

If we would have radiant health, if we would 
have perfect harmony in our affairs, if we would 
express the wisdom and energy that attract bounti- 
ful good into our life, we must learn to forgive 
ourselves and to love ourselves. 

True love of self has nothing to do with con- 
ceit or egotism. We should love ourselves because 
of our God-given talents. We should love our- 
selves because we are doing our best to be good 
people and to express love toward others. Such a 
love will never lead us into self-conceit. 

For many persons, after long years of fostering 
a sense of guilt, the idea of self-love or self-ap- 
proval would indeed be such a revolutionary thing 
that it would transform their life. 

We should realize that past mistakes were the 
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proving ground for future triumphs. The past has 
nO power Over us except as we give it power. To- 
day is the accepted time. We cannot pray for God 
to forgive us if we have not yet learned to forgive 
ourselves. 

Do you desire to express perfect health? Do 
you desire more abundant prosperity? Do you de- 
sire peace of mind? Do you desire a feeling of joy 
and happiness? All these things can come to you if 
you learn to understand yourself better and to free 
yourself from the limitations of the past. 

Let me give you a formula. For one month take 
the thought “God loves me and approves of what 
I do.” Repeat it every day. If you have a feeling 
of anxiety repeat the thought. Turn it over in your 
mind and try to catch a glimpse of its true mean- 
ing. If you need healing, realize that radiant 
health is God's will for you and that you have 
His approval in praying for it. Spend some time 
each day in speaking words of love and forgive- 
ness for yourself.

Make this a part of your thinking each day. Take 
it into your inner self and realize that you have 
God's approval.

M I the “master of my fate’? Am I the 

AA\ “captain of my soul”? Many times we 
4. 4% may wonder to what extent we are in con- 
trol of our life, especially when we are faced with 
problems that do not seem to be of our making, 
surrounded by circumstances about which we seem 
to have no say. 

There have been persons who surmounted every 
conceivable obstacle—heredity, environment, lack 
of education, physical handicaps. But for every 
such person there are thousands who succumb to 
failure and frustration and misery. Why? What is 
the difference between them and the overcomers? 

Thoreau said, “What a man thinks of himself, 
that determines, or rather indicates, his fate.” 

The most important message of Christianity is 
that we are to put on the new man, that we are to 
be renewed in the spirit of our mind. The most 
important service of Truth is to tell us how we 
are to do this. 

Until we recognize ourselves as children of God, 
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there seem to be two selves battling for supremacy 
in us. Sometimes one is much stronger than the 
éther, sometimes they seem almost to battle on 
equal terms. We have heard about the war in 
heaven—well, this is it—this continual inner 
struggle for supremacy between the lesser and the 
higher self. A modern psychologist has described 
it as the struggle in man of love against hate. 

What Truth teaches us is that there is no divi- 
sion in Spirit, that we are a spiritual being, that the 
divine self of us is the only real self, that when 
we cease to struggle against what we have thought 
of as evil in us and change our thought about our- 
self, we begin to give expression to the great God 
powers that are in us. 

Truth teaches that the “Christ in you, the hope 
of glory,” is your real self, the “mystery which 
hath been hid for ages and generations.” When 
you recognize this Christ in you, you begin to put 
on the new man, you begin to become an integrated 
individual rather than a soul struggling against 
himself, you begin to realize the hope of glory. 

Many times we hear the fall of man blamed on 
the free will that God gave him. It is true that 
man has freedom to choose, but it seems to me 
that his failures are not from choice but usually 
from lack of choice. That is, he does not under- 
stand himself, he does not take a stand in himself, 
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he is easily overwhelmed by the events and cir- 
cumstances that life presents. 

“Choose you this day whom ye will serve’ does 
not call for a weak answer. It calls for a strong 
one. It calls for a clear mind, and the ability to 
make a choice. Those who do not choose drift aim- 
lessly until they learn, as children with wise par- 
ents learn, that the choice is theirs and they must 
make it. 

“Ye did not choose me, but I chose you.” This 
is what Jesus said to His disciples. This is what 
our soul says to the circumstances and problems of 
our life. From a human standpoint we may not see 
why our life is as it is, why we have the particular 
mountains to scale or valleys to pass through, but 
in ways that we do not understand the experiences 
of our life belong to us because of what we are 
and what we have been from the dawn of creation 
until now. What our soul has chosen unconsciously 
is not beyond our conscious handling. The student 
who chooses a difficult subject to master knows 
that even though he approaches the new and un- 
known he does not approach it unprepared. So we 
do not approach anything in life unprepared spirit- 
ually. When we know this we become strong and 
are certain that we are the master of our fate 
through faith. 

Many of us may feel that no great choices are 
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presented to us, that our life runs along in fairly 
routine channels. But the most routine life is a 
miracle of fulfillment to the one who possesses his 
soul, who chooses the way of love and peace, who 
believes in God and in himself as a child of God. 

It may not seem like an important choice when 
we hold back the critical or nagging word, but 
it may be one of the most important choices of our 
life, for it may be the act that tips the scales of 
our heart in favor of love, and forever after- 
ward we find it easier to be loving and con- 
siderate. 

It may not seem important to choose to trust 
in God when fear peers around some forgotten 
corner of our mind. But it may be one of the most 
important choices of our life, for it may be the 
turning point in our journey from fear to faith. 

Day by day, usually in little ways, we are choos- 
ing the good part over the lesser; we are deter- 
mining the extent of our happiness. We cannot 
determine the future pattern of our life; that is, 
we cannot say, “I will be in a certain place ten 
or twenty years from now; I will be doing a cer- 
tain thing,” but we can determine today’s pattern 
by the kind of thoughts we think, and at the same 
time lay the foundation for future happiness. 

I may not be able to change many things in 
the outer, but this is relatively unimportant. | 
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can change my thinking about myself and the con- 
ditions of my life. I can change my thinking so 
that outer things do not control me or determine 
my happiness. 

We need to believe and to act as though we 
have the power to decide what our life shall be, 
happy or unhappy, successful or unsuccessful, full 
or futile. We do not understand the ultimate, the 
infinite. We do understand, in part at least, the hu- 
man, the finite. We can begin where we are to 
work with everyday circumstances. The question is 
not where we shall arrive in the outer, but how we 
shall speed our inner progress. Our outer life 
will be more than satisfactory when we are at 
peace within. 

It is no false cry that we hear when something 
in us says, 

“I am the master of my fate: 
I am the captain of my soul.” 


It is the voice of the Christ self in us, the trium- 
phant spirit speaking.
